Crime for control of the vending industry in the Cleveland 
area. In 1975, for example, a soft drink machine franchire 
operator by the name of Richard Moss was killed by a bomb 
blast {n Beachwood, Ohio. The killing was believed to be 
related to Moss' soft drink operation. More recently, in 
1°80, a convicted murderer out on bond named Joe Bonarrigo 
who had.LCN ties and was working for Walters’ Vending Company 
was killed. According to source information, James Licavoli, 
head of the Cleveland LCN, ordered Bonarrigo "hit" because 
he was aggressively putting vending machines where Licavoli 
did not want them put. 


All of this activity only serves to 


confirm what continuing investigation by the Cleveland Divison 
has revesled - the traditionally close association between 
the vending industry of northeatern Ohio and the organized 
crime element and the LCN's iren determintion to maintain 
its hold on the industry against competitors both from without. 
and from within. 

For decades, the LCN has controlled 
a major portion of the vending industry in Cleveland. At 


times, that control has been direct, as in the case of Buckeye 
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Cigarette Service, owned and operated until his death in 
1976 by John Scalish, in partnership with Frank Embreecia 
and Milton Rockman. At other times this control has been 
more indirect, as in the case of the founding over 20 years 
ago of the Seaway Acceptance Corporation. Seaway is a Cieveiand 
loan company owned primarily by jukebox, pinball and vending 
machine companies with OC connections. Seaway makes ‘loans. VA 
and at times direct payouts, to area bar owners as inducentns 
to use OC controlled vending company machines. 

LCN control over the vending industry 
in Cleveland is all embracing. The LCN determings where 
machines are placed, how protection is afforded to various 
vending companies, and the payoffs to several Ohio State 
Liquor Inspectors for protection against raids at vending 
and gambling machine locations. Moreover, source information 
has revealed that the International Brotherhood of Teamsters V4 
Vending Machine Workers Maintenance and Employees Union, 
Local 416, also plays a prominent role in keeping the peace 
in the vending industry by assigning different stops (e.g.+ 
shops where machines are placed) to different companies 
ang oréering other companies to stay away from those locations. 
The head of Local 416 is Nick Nardi, brother of slain Cleveland 
LCN associate John Nardi, who was killed gangland style 


in 1977 during a war for control of the Cleveland mob.

To date, these 
cases have failed to produce indictments. The difficulty 
in developing sources within the vending companies, and in 
eveloping cooperative witnesses, given the widespread 
fear generated by the violent nature within the vending industry, 


have proven to be the most significant obstacles to successful 


penetration of the industry. 


E. Community Impact 
Monopoly control of the vending industry 

has enabled OC to reap exorbitant profits. The additional 
cost resulting from restriction of free trade is borne by 
the consumer in particular and the community in general. 

Such control is maintained by threats, 
both implied and directly, to body and to property, to salesmen 
ana other businessmen. This has created an setmosphere of 
fear and terror permeating all levels of the industry and 
helping to erode the peoples" faith in the ability of our 


government ‘to provide for the public safety. 
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IX SAC COMMENTS 


The vending industry in general has tradi- 
tionally left itself open to infiltration by organized crime. 
Although there are numerous legitimate companies operating 
in the Cleveland area, the LCN and their associates have 
been able due to the lack of safeguards within the industry, 
to successfully establish territories in which only they 
or recognized associates may operate. It is not our intention 
to police the industry, it {s our intention to determine 
the extent of direct LCN involvement {in that industry end

During this interview, Montana stated that at 
the present time he does not have any interest whatsoever 
in video games, video game rooms or the vending of such 
machines, He at first indicated that he may have discussed 
this type of business on a general basis with various indi~ 
viduals, not identified, and later strongly indicated that 
he has discussed this business with a person or persons who 
he declined to identify.
